COMMENDATION OP THURGOOD 
MARSHALL 

Mr. PROXMIRE. Mr. President, the 
Milwaukee Common Council, in a resolu- 
tion adopted June 23. 1967, has taken the 
laudable step of commending and con- 
gratulating Thurgood Marshall on the 
occasion of his nomination as Associate 
Justice of the UJS. Supreme Court. 
- In my opinion this recognition of an 
important step in American history rep- 
resents the deep national support for 
President Johnson's nomination of this 
most distinguished and qualified man to 
such a powerful position. In addition to 
recognizing the contribution that Mr. 
Marshall will make to the Supreme Court 
as an individual, however, the resolution 
further recognizes the implications that 
his nomination has in making the Amer- 
ican dream open to all without reference 
to race, creed, or other artificial .quali- 
fications. In many ways, then, this nom- 
ination is recognized by the resolution 
as being the climax to both -a life and 
an era spent in opening doors to a whole 
segment of the American population. 

Because of the expression of national 
support this resolution represents for a 
most significant act on the part of the 
President and because it so strongly in- 
dicates the feeling prevalent "in the State 
I represent, I wish to bring this resolu- 
tion to the attention of the Senate.

Whereas, He relinquished this post at the 
request of President Johnson to assume the 
position of Solicitor General, the Justice 
Department's Director of all Pederal litiga- 
tion before the Supreme and.- Appellate 
Courts; and 

Whereas, President Johnson on June 13, 
1967 nominated Mr. Marshall to serve on 
the Supreme Court because he had "earned, 
and deserved a place on the Supreme Court 
and is the man best qualified for the Job 
by training and experience"; and 
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Whereas, It Is fitting that this recognition " 
he forthcoming to a Negro American, for it 
is appropriate as part of the "American 
dream" that rewards should go with greater 
frequency to the deserving without reference 
to race, creed, or other artificial qualifica- 
tions; and 

Whereas. This Honorable Body wishes to 
congratulate Mr. Marshall on his elevation 
to the high court, and to commend him for 
his lifetime dedication to the cause of human 
rights; therefore, bo it 

Resolved, By the Common Council of the '

'SENATE ETHICS 



Mr. YOUNG of Ohio, Mr. President, 
after some 9 days debate," which at times 
appeared to be akin to filibustering, the 
charges brought against Senator Dodd 
were finally brought to ■ a vote and dis- 
posed of. Since then, there has been 
from time to time editorial and "news 
comment that we in the Senate should 
immediately proceed to adopt a code of 
ethics and that the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Standards and Conduct should 
without delay hold hearings and then 
submit a proposed code of ethics to the 
Senate for debate and adoption before 
adjournment of this session of Congress. 

Mr. President, I take a very dim view 
of such proposals and question the ur- 
gency of these proposals. The Select 
Committee on Standards and Conduct is 
composed of six of the most eminent 
and highly respected Senators of the 
United States. They are among the busi- 
est men in the Senate, and frankly I 
consider every one of our colleagues to 
be very industrious. There is a tremen- 
dous load of legislative work to dispose 
of before adjournment. I doubt very 
much if this session of the Senate in any 
event will be able to complete its duties 
before late September or October. In my 
opinion there is no occasion whatever 
for these committee members ' to work 
many hours this summer and fall pre- 
paring, to. submit a code of ethics and 
conduct termed proper for Senators. 

The Senate, following prolonged de- 
bate and listening day after day to argu- 
ments, many of which were superfluous 
rcstatcmeiits of arguments previously 
made, did it.s duty in a ijricvous and most 
unhappy situation. Wc met our respon- 
sibility without evasion and determined 
by a large majority of our membership 
that there was clear and convincing proof 
that a colleague had engaged in a course 
. of conduct over a period of years from 
1961 to 1965 of exercising the influence 
and power of his office as a U.S. Senator 
to obtain, and use for his personal bene- 
fit, funds from the public through polit- 
ical testimonals; and that he deserved 
censure for conduct ^|^^ggpcen|t?ary 
to accepted morals, derogates Trom the 
public trust expected of a Senator, and 
tended to bring the Senate into dishonor 
and disrepute. In doing this we sustained 
the conclusions of the committee. 
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In the course of that debate mention 
was made by the distinguished junior 
Senator from Louisiana [Mr. Long] and 
others that there were no standards, 
guidelines or specific rules of conduct 
with which a Senator must comply, and 
since .no such rules had been laid down, 
the inquiry was an ex post facto proceed- 
ing. It was and is my judgment that this 
was an unfounded argument without any 
validity whatever. 

It is 178 years since the drafting of 
the Constitution of the United States. 
Those patriots who wrote the Constitu- 
tion of our country did hot consider it 
necessary that either body of the Con- 
gress be guided by a set of rules of con- 
duct or a specific catalog of ethics to be 
adhered to by Senators and Representa- 
tives. As no canons of ethics or rules of 
ethical conduct have been promulgated 
in 178 years, surely the tranquillity and 
well-being of our Nation will not be in 
jeopardy if the Senate . Committee on 
Standards and Conduct postpones giving 
consideration to this subject until next 
year. 

Mr. President, honesty is easy to define. 
There is nothing difficult when it comes 
to defining dishonesty or honesty. Any 
adult knows, or should know, what funds 
that come into his possession happen 
to be trust funds and what funds in his 
possession really belong to him person- 
ally to be used by him as he sees fit. 
Thousands of years ago Almighty God 
handed down to Moses on Mount Sinai 
the Ten Commandments, thereby estab- 
lishing for all time proper and adequate 
. rules of personal conduct. I have said 
before and I repeat, that no group of 50 
or 100 men and women in our entire 
country, whether in industry or serving 
as directors of great institutions, -or in 
any field of endeavor or serving in any 
capacity whatever, is more trustworthy, 
or has greater integrity and probity and 
a higher sense of responsibility and dedi- 
cation to their duty than Members of the 
U.S. Senate. I stand by that statement. 
I salute every Member present in this 
Senate Chamber. 

Finally, Mr. President, may I state 
that nearly 10 years ago, on July 11, 1958, 
to be exact, there was a joint resolution 
passed in the Congress of the United 
States which really set up a code of 
ethics. Those who state that we Senators 
should hurriedly at this time adopt a 
code of ethics for U.S. Senators would 
do well to read this code which has been 
in existence' for 10 years. The joint reso- 
lution adopted in both the Senate and 
th c House of Rep rcsen ta tives s tatcs : , 

Pvffpfr; mu«t cxpovo cor- 
covcrcd. 

I recall that the entire debate on the 
recent charges against the Senator from 
Connecticut [Mr. Dodd] consumed 9 days. 
This could just as well have ended in 2 
or 3 days. The facts are, and I am certain 
that most Senators will agree with me, 
that nothing was gained and no new 
arguments were advanced following the 
first 2 or 3 days. Throughoisii the entire 
debate a group of former employees in 
the office of the Senator from Connecti- 
cut [Mr. Dodd! were castigated and de- 
nounced for making public what they re- 
garded to be wrongdoing on the part of 
the Senator on whose staff they had 
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served. That portion of the joint resolu- 
tion to which I made reference provides; 
"All Government servants must expose 
corruption wherever discovered." and ap- 
pears to me to definitely place a direct 
obligation on the employees of Senators 
and Congressmen or any other Govern- 
ment servants to report publicly any cor- 
ruption or wrongdoing to the prejudice 
of our Government. In this recent case 
these persons had knowledge that this 
particular Senator concerning whom 
they believed they were justified in mak- 
ing a complaint was in years past an FBI 
agent for a period of 11 months. It seems 
understandable, therefore, that there was 
reason for some, or all, of them to feel 
they would not accomplish anything by 
reporting their statements to FBI Direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover, or to some other offi- 
cials in the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion. Therefore, it would seem entirely 
reasonable for them to report the facts, 
as they understood them, to a nationally 
known newspaper columnist. They did 
that. The result is history. 

Mr. President, it is ironic that during 
the same period that the Senate Com- 
mittee on Standards and Conduct in- 
vestigated and considered the charges 
against the senior Senator from Con- 
necticut, certain cadets, termed "tolera- 
tors," at the U.S. Air Force Academy were 
asked to resign, not for cheating, but for 
their failure to inform on other cadets 
whom they allegedly knew to have 
cheated or suspected of cheating in their 
class work, At almost the same time the 
Select Committee on Standards and Con- 
duct and other Members of the Senate 
castigated former Senate employees for 
making public evidence they had of mis- 
conduct of a U.S. Senator. It is evident 
that a very curious double standard of 
morality seems to exist if there is valid- 
ity to the denunciations we listened to re- 
cently day after day for 9 days. Certainly, 
employees of the Senate should be held 
to the same standard of moral conduct as 
the cadets at our service academies. , 

Mr. President, I am hopeful that in the 
future any Senate employee, or any em- 
ployee of the Federal Government in 
whatever capacity, will make known any 
incidents of wrongdoing by his superiors 
or coworkers that come to his attention. 
Such conduct should be commended, not 
condemned and denounced. 



MINED LANDS RECLAMATION 

Mr. YOUNG of Ohio. Mr. President,- 
my colleague, the distinguished senior 
Senator from Ohio [Mr. Latjsche], was 
unexpectedly called to Cleveland yester- 
day because of- the untimely death of his 
brother, Dr. William Lausche, who suf- 
fered ^ heart attack late Saturday eve- 
ning. Dr. William Lausche was a highly 
respected professional man in our home 
city, Cleveland. Senator Lausche had 
prepared and had expected to make a 
speech on the subject of mined lands 
reclamation and a recent report of the 
Secretary of the Interior, and I was 
asked to act on his behalf. 

Mr. President, the facts are that my 
colleague, Senator Lausche, has over the 
years been a leader as Governor of Ohio 
and in the Senate in efforts to require the 



strip mining industry to reclaim future 
mined lands and to provide Federal as- 
sistance in the reclaiming of lands mined 
prior to any State laws. It is folly to 
spend money for beautification, for 
planting trees and otherwise, while at 
the same time we allow to go unregu- 
lated the strip mine operators who are 
devastating thousands of acres of land 
in many States of the Union. I am happy 
to be a cosponsor of S. 217, the legisla- 
tive proposal which he introduced earlier 
this year to provide a system of control 
.over the strip mining of coal. . 

Mr. President, I ask unanimous con- 
sent that Senator Lausche's remarks, 
which he had intended to deliver today 
as -well as the text of the chapter in the 
Secretary of the Interior's report deal- 
ing with recommendations, be printed in 
the Record. 

There being no objection, the remarks 
were ordered to be printed in the Rec^ 
oiid, as follows: 

Mined Lands Reclamation 
(Statement by Senator Lausche)- 

I have had the pleasure during the recent 
recess period of reviewing the final report, 
"Surface Mining and Our Environment", 
Issued a few days ago by the Secretary of 
the Interior, the Honorable Stewart L. Udall, 
as a result of a two-year comprehensive na- 
tionwide study of surface mining. 

I have taken a personal interest in this 
study for it is the direct result of my re- 
peated efforts to have legislation enacted to 
provide for a study by the Secretary of the 
Interior of strip and surface mining opera- 
tions in the-Unlted States and for a report 
to Congress*of the results of such study, and 
for other purposes. I introduced bills on this 
subject on three different occasions:, first, 
in 1962 (S. 3304) ; secondly, in 1963 (S. 1013) ;" 
and thirdly, again Jn 1965 (S. 368). Finally, 
in 1965, the "contents of my bill were lncor- 
. porated as an amendment to S. 3 and became 
Section 205(c) of the Appalachia Bill, which 
passed the Congress and was signed Into law 
in March of that year and is now known as 
Public Law 89-4. 

I commend Secretary TJdall and all those 
who participated in the study, research, 
documentation and publication of this ex- 
tremely important report. I urgently recom- 
mend that each Senator and each Member of 
the House study it thoroughly in order that 
they may become familiar with past and 
present problems resulting from, inadequate 
stripped-land reclamation and also the im- 
portance and the necessity for the Congress' 
to address itself to this subject Without fur- 
ther delay. 

In reading the chapter on "Recommenda- 
tions", beginning on Page 104 of the Re- 
port, I am particularly gratified to note that 
these recommendations follow very closely 
to the provisions and objectives set forth in 
S. 217, which I introduced on January 12th 
of this year together with my able colleagues, 
■ the Senator from Alaska, Mr. Bartlett; the 
Senator from Arkansas, Mr. Pulbright; the 
Senator from Montana, Mr. Metcalf; the Sen- 
ator from Wisconsin, Mr, Nelson; the Sena- 
tor from Pennsylvania, Mr. Scott; the Sena- 
tor from Maryland, Mr. Tydings; and the 
Senator from Ohio, Mr. Young. 

The bill contemplates establishing a sys- 
tem of control over the strip mining of coal. 
Our Government, through the Congress, has 
undertaken the responsibility for underwrit- 
ing extensive nationwide programs for high- 
way beautification, soil conservation, build- 
ing of new parks, and recreational areas, re- 
habilitation of slum areas in the cities, and 
many other programs entailing huge ex- 
penditures of the taxpayers' money. 

While we have been speaking of beautify- 
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Ing the countryside, we have stood idly by 
while the strip miners of coal are destroying 
the land, removing the coverage, eliminating 
the trees, polluting the waters, and other- 
wise rendering useless the land which has 
been stripped of its surface. 

Recommendations Prom "Surface Mining 
and Our Environment," a Report Issued 
by the Secretary of the Interior, July 
1967 

FINDINCS 

Surface mining in the United States has 
affected 3.2 million acres of land. Of this 
total, 2.0 million acres need varying degrees 
of treatment to alleviate a range of environ- 
mental damage both on-site and off-site. 
About 20,000 active operations are disturbing 
the land at a rate estimated In excess of 
150,000 acres annually. Data submitted by 
the surface mining Industries Indicate that, 
in 1964, the amount of land partially or com- 
pletely reclaimed was equivalent to only 31 
percent of • the area disturbed in that year. 
Surface mining activities are expected to ex- 
pand rapidly in coming years. By 1980, it Is 
expected that more than 5 million acres will 
have been affected by' surface mining. 
• Some damage from surface mining is in- 
evitable even with the best mining and land 
restoration methods. But much can be done 
to prevent damage and to reclaim mined 
lands. 1 

Elementary principles of resource manage- 
ment dictate that our Nation put a stop to 
unnecessary damage from future mining, and 
begin an orderly program to repair damage 
from past mining. Ravages of unreclaimed 
surface mining affect virtually all resource 
values: Forest, lands, fish and wildlife, clean 
water, natural beauty. 

There Is a strong Federal Interest in such 
a program. Soli erosion, water pollution, and 
economic dislocations caused by irresponsible 
surface mining affect not only the State in 
which the mining is done; the entire region, 
and the Nation Itself, suffer. 

A large measure of responsibility, however, 
must rest with State and local governments, 
and with landowners, mining companies, and 
other interested groups. New Pederal pro- 
grams to minimize future mining damage, 
and to repair past mining damage, should 
be designed to stimulate and encourage 
stronger efforts by States, local governments, 
and private enterprise. But, If the efforts of 
State and local government and private en- 
terprise continue to fall short, the new Fed- 
eral programs also should be designed to as- 
sume without delay a large measure of direct 
Federal action. 

It is essential that a national surface 
mining program Include both the preven- 
tion of future damage, and the repair of past 
damage. Should available funds not be suf- 
ficient to carry forward both parts of the" 
program on the desired schedules, Pederal, 
State, and local programs should ■ give pri- 
ority to .the prevention of future damage, fol- 
lowed by basic reclamation and finally re- 
habilitation. A public dollar spent to assure 
the prevention of future damage can be 
many times more effective than one spenc on 
restoration of lands damaged In the past. 

Basic reclamation comprises remedial 
measures necessary to alleviate or eliminate 
conditions resulting from surface mining, 
such as: Erosion, flooding, water pollution, 
damage to aquatic and wildlife habitat, bar- 
riers to access, and hazards to public safety. 

A supplemental program of rehabilitation 
comprises, land development for parks find 
recreational areas, residential and industrial 
sites, scenic improvements, and other special- 
ized land uses contributing' to the economic 
potential or social improvement of areas. 

In light of the foregoing findings, we make 
the following recommendations for a na- 
tional surface mining program:

There is set forth hereafter, under appropriate 
headings, the present status of our investigation into 
four areas of possible Conflict of Interest on the part 
of Senator Dodd, which is being handled at the specific 
request of the Department. This request (received 9/19/67) 
is being handled on an expedite top priority basis to 
insure its completion at the very earliest date. 

THE FROUGE CORPORATION : 

Dodd allegedly received funds for interceding 
on behalf of the Frouge Corporation of Bridgeport, 
Connecticut, with the Departments of the Army and Interior 
and General Services Administration (GSA) in connection 
with a "satellite city" being developed in San Francisco, 
California, by Frouge. . 

A review of Army and GSA files has disclosed no 
indication of any intervention by Dodd. The Department of 
Interior is assembling its files pertinent to this matter 
and these will be reviewed as soon as available. Our 
New Haven, New York, Sacramento, and San Francisco Offices 
are interviewing officials of the Frouge Corporation in 
those areas, as well as other persons who may be able to 
furnish pertinent data in this matter.

Officer, Presidio of San Francisco, after being placed under 

oath, furnished the following information:

MC MAHON has been Commanding Officer of the Presidio. to7c 
of San Francisco since August 1, 1967. In addition to the 
Government reservation on which the Presidio of San Francisco 
is located, as Commanding Officer of the Presidio he also has 
jurisdiction over Forts Barry, Baker and Cronkhite. 

MC MAHON has received no inquiries from Senator THOMAS J. 
DODD or any member of his staff in behalf of The Frouge 
Corporation or the Marincello development of that Corporation, 
or any other matter since assuming command of the Presidio of 
San Francisco. In fact, he has had no contacts whatsoever in 
regard to the Marincello development, but is aware of the general 
history concerning the development and its relations with the 
Presidio of San Francisco through a briefing furnished him by 
HERBERT A. GALE, Chief of Real' Estate and Master Planning for the 
Presidio of San Francisco. MC MAHON pointed out that GALE has 
handled this matter since its inception and would have the only 
complete file in regard to The Frouge Corporation and/ or the 
Marincello development. 

The only action MC MAHON has taken in connection 
with the Marincello development was to issue instructions that 
the request of the development for an easement to construct an 
outfall sewage line was to be approved in accordance with the 
desires of the Commanding Officer of the 6th Army and the Secretary 
of the Army. 

MC MAHON has no knowledge as to what relationship, if 
any, exists between Senator DODD and The Frouge Corporation. 

MC MAHON made available the file of his office in regard 
to The Frouge Corporation and the Marincello development, which 
contained nothing pertinent to this investigation* 
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HERBERT A. GALE, Chief of Real Estate and Master j°: r 
Planning, Engineer Section, Presidio of San Francisco, after 
being placed under oath, furnished the following information: 

GALE has held his present position since 1956 and has 
handled all matters relating to The Frouge Corporation and the 
Marincello development since the matter first arose on December 18, 
1963. 

Since 1963, there have been a number of contacts by 
Correspondence, telephone and in person between his office and 
representatives of The Frouge Corporation regarding such things 
as access roads to the Marincello development across property 
assigned to the U. S. Army installations of Forts Barry, Baker 
and Cronkhite. In additibn, requests have been made for use 
of an existing water line on Army property, use of Army buildings, 
utility easements, storm drainage and an easement for a sewage 
outfall line, as well as space to construct a sewage treatment 
plant. Up until late 1966, the Presidio of San Francisco and 
the 6th Army were opposed to granting any of the requests of 
The Frouge Corporation and, as a result, none of these requests 
were approved. 



In GALE*s opinion, there was actually no convincing 
reason for denial of the requested easement for the outfall sewer. 
The topography of the land in the area directs the natural flow 
Of drainage across U. S. Army property to the sea. He pointed 
out that unless there is a good substantial reason to deny an 
easement , it must normally be granted . 

The attitude of the former commanding officers of the 
Presidio of San Francisco and the 6th Army resulted in complaints 
being made by The Frouge Corporation to members of Congress 
indicating the Army was holding up the Marincello development. 
This eventually led to instructions from the Office of the Secretary 
of the Army, under the date of January 20, 1967, saying that 
the easement for a sanitary sewer outfall should be granted . 
The granting of the approval for the sanitary sewer outfall, in 
view of the topography of the land in the area, would also imply

that the storm drainage plans for the Marincello development 
would, also be in line for approval. When these instructions 
were received from the Office of the Secretary of the Army, 
both of the Commanding Officers of the Presidio of San Francisco ' 
arid the 6th Army did nothing to carry them out as they still, 
did not want to grant approval for the easement. 

After Lieutenant General BEN HARRELL took over command 
of the 6th Army, and Colonel ROBERT E. MC MAHON took over 
command of the Presidio of San Francisco, which occurred in 
mid-summer of 196 7, it was decided the instructions .of the 
Secretary. of the Army should "be carried out. As a result, the . 
6th Army by letter dated August 3,6, 1967, informed the Marin 
Municipal Water District (MMWD) that the. easement for the sewage, 
outfall would he approved. It should be noted here that because 
of the length .Of time involved in granting this easement, the 
MMWD, a public utility, had formed a sewage district and now 
was the actual applicant for the easement , rather than The 
Frouge Corporation. 

In addition to informing the MMWD that the easement 
would be granted, the 6th Army on August 17, 196 7, directed the 
Presidio of San Francisco to take the necessary action to grant 
this approval. Following this, Colonel MC MAHON issued instructions 
to approve the easement for the outfall sewer, and also to approve 
the plans of the Marincello development in regard to the 
construction of a storm drainage basin to be located partly on 
Army property. MC MAHON also said that the Marincello development 
should be permitted to use access roads across Army property 
on a temporary basis for the .purpose of constructing the outfall 
sewer and the storm drainage basin. These approvals are now 
in the process of being prepared. 

■ SALE made available a copy of a letter dated December 12, 
1966, to the 6th Army from the Law Firm of Bagley, Bernt, Bianchi 
and Sheeks, Attorneys for The Frouge Corporation, requesting 
that the Corporation be heard in regard to its request for a 
sewer easement. He also furnished a copy of a letter from the 
6th Army to the Commanding General of the U. S. Continental Army 
Command saying it appears the easement would have to be granted 
and four indorsements thereto, including one from the Office 
of the Secretary of the Army approving the easement. 
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To the best of GALE r s knowledge, at no time during any 
of these negotiations was there any contact of any. nature with 
anyone at the Presidio of San Francisco or the headquarters 
of the 6th Army by Senator THOMAS *J. DODD or any member of his 
staff. GALE has no knowledge as to whether Senator DODD has 
any connection of any nature with The Frouge Corporation or the 
Marincellb development , except certain information in this respect 
which appeared in newspaper articles and other publications 
during the last couple of years . 

GALE further advised that pursuant to a directive 
dated December 16, 1964 , from the headquarters of the Department 
of the Army, Deputy Chief of Staff for Logistics, certain land 
in Forts Barry, Baker and Cronkhite was to be declared surplus. 

As a result of this directive, 263.79 acres of land 
above water and 219 submerged acres, or a. total, of 482.79 acres, 
were transferred to the lj» S. Coast Guard on four occasions, 
namely December 9, 1965, January .17, 1966, February 17, 1966 9 and 
July 27, 1966. In addition, 338 acres above water and 313 
submerged acres, or a total of 651 acres, were declared surplus 
on March 29, 196 5, and transferred to the General Services 
Administration of the U. S. Government. It is GALE's understanding 
that the General Services Administration is presently concluding 
negotiations whereby the State of California is taking over 
the 651 acres for a State Park. 
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iMajor General NORMAN B. EDWARDS, U. S. Army Chief of 
Staff, 6th Army Command, Presidio of San Francisco, after being- 
placed under bath, furnished the following information: 

General EDWARDS has been the Chief of Staff for the 
6th Army since April,. 1966. Subsequent to his taking over his 
present position, he became aware of the fact that The Frouge 
Corporation, in connection with its Marincello development, 
had made certain requests of the Presidio, of San Francisco 
for the use of access roads across Army property and also for 
utility easements on military property. These requests were all 
within jurisdiction of the Presidio of San Francisco and actually 
did not involve the 6th Army, -except through the normal chain of 
command. The 6th Army actually does have an interest in these 
matters because they involve the use of Army land. 

Based on his knowledge of these matters, both before 
and after he became Chief of Staff, he is not aware of any 
contacts being made with the 6th Army or the Presidio of San 
Francisco by either Senator THOMAS DODD or any member of his 
staff in behalf of The Frouge Corporation. He also has no 
knowledge of any connection between Senator DODD and The Frouge 
Corporation. 

According to General EDWARDS, the 6th Army has been 
against the granting of any easements on military property, or 
the use of access roads across military property in connection 
with the Marincello project, and thus took no active part in the 
matter until late 196 6. During the latter part of 1966, the 6th 
Army headquarters received a number of calls from various members 
of Congress, including Senator THOMAS H. KUCHEL and Congressman 
PHILLIP BURTON, requesting that some action be taken in regard 
to the application of the Marincello development for a sewage 
easement. 

The law firm rep resenting the Marin cello development j, 

at that time was headed bv I " 1 who is an Assemblyman^ 

in the State of California. | ^^^H "^ as apparently instrumental 
in putting a lot of pressure on tne 6th Army to come to some 
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decision in regard to the sewage easement:. As a result, a 
conference was held at 6th Army headquarters to discuss the matter 
and it was apparent that the Army had no sound reason for 
refusing the requested easement for the sewage outfall line. 
As a result, a letter was sent up through channels to the Secretary 
of the Army pointing out that there appeared to be no reason 
for refusing to grant this easement* . The letter was returned 
through channels bearing the approval of the Secretary of the 
Army to grant the easement and these instructions were passed 
on to the Commanding Officer of the Presidio of San Francisco . 
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I iRealty Officer, Headquarters, 

6th Army Command, Presidio of San Francisco, after being placed he 
under oath, furnished the following information: ' b?; 

I U has held his present position since 1946 and 

among his duties is that of handling all matters in regard to 
land under the jurisdiction of the 6th Army Command, which 
would include the Presidio of San Francisco and the various 
Forts which come under the Presidio command. 

During 1964 and 1965 the Presidio of San Francisco 
received a number of requests for easements and the use of access 
roads across its property from The Frouge Corporation in regard 
to its Marincello development. These matters were primarily 
within the jurisdiction of the. Presidio of San Francisco and not 
of particular concern to the 6th Army Command, except from the 
standpoint that they did involve land within the 6th Army. It- 
was not until late 1966 that the 6th Army became actively 
involved in these requests, apparently because of Congressional 
interest in the matter; 

It appears that a law firm in San Ra fael. California, 
headed by State Assemblvman l~ I began representing 

The Frouge Corporation in connection with the Marincello development 
and elicted the assistance of such California Congressmen as 
Senator THOMAS H. KUCHEL, Representative DONALD H. CLAUSEN 
and Representative PHILLIP BURTON. As a result of this activity, 
the question of an easement for an outfall sewer across Army 
land by The Frouge Corporation was the subject of a meeting held 
at the headquarters of the 6th Army in late 1966. Following 
this it was recommended to the Secretary of the Army that this 
easement be approved. This was sent to the Secretary of the Army 
through channels and returned to the 6th Army with instructions 
that the easement be granted* 



I | has no knowledge of Senator THOMAS DODD or any 

member of his staff having had any connection with this matter, 
or as having had any connection with The Frouge Corporation or 
the Marincello development. 
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ROBERT E. WHYBREW, Family Housing Manager, Western 
Division, Naval Facilities Engineering Command, U. S. Navy, 
San Bruno, after being placed under oath, furnished the following 
information : 

WHYBREW was formerly on active duty as an officer in 
the U. S. Army and assigned to the 6th Army as an assistant engineer. 
He retired from the Army in December, 1964. Following his 
retirement he was employed by The Frouge Corporation from. January, 
1965, to July, 1965, as an Assistant Project Engineer in connection 
with the Harincello development in Marin County, California. He 
resigned to take his present position with the U. S. Navy as 
things were moving so slowly in connection with the Marincello 
development that it appeared to him any future with that develop- 
ment was doubtful. 

During the time he was associated with The Frouge 
Corporation, nothing came to his attention to indicate that Senator 
THOMAS DODD had any connection with The Frouge Corporation or 
the Harincello development. He does not recall ever having heard 
any conversation in the office of The Frouge Corporation in which 
Senator DODD's name was mentioned. The first Knowledge that he 
received indicating that Senator DODD had been connected with 
The Frouge Corporation was when, he read one of DREW PEARSON' s 
columns in a local newspaper after he had resigned from The Frouge 
Corporation. To the best of his recollection, the article which 
he read indicated Senator DODD's connections with The Frouge 
Corporation had been in 196 3 or 1964, which would have been prior 
to the time he was employed by The Frouge Corporation. 
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THOMAS E. HANNON, Regional Administrator, Region 9, 
General Services Administration (GSA), 49 - 4th Street, after 
being placed under oath, furnished the following information: 

HANNON has been Regional Administrator of Region 9 of 
the GSA since August,. 1963. 

To the best of his knowledge, there has only been 
one contact with his office in connection with The Frouge 
Corporation or the Marincello development. After consulting 
his file in this respect. HANNON pointed out that on August 26 , 
1965 9 | | of Senator THOMAS DODD's office in 

Washington, i>.c. telepnonically contacted his office on August 26, 
196 5, and talked with RALPH G. DEEDE, who was then the Assistant 
Regional Administrat or for Finance and Administration. At 
this time | | explained to DEEDE that The Frouge Corporation 

was planning a large development in Marin County, California, 
just beyond the Golden Gate Bridge. He went on to say that 
THOMAS FROUGE was interested in obtaining information in regard, 
to the requirements for space the Federal Government might have 
in that area, and apparently requested that Mr. FROUGE be 
furnished with information in this regard. 

As a result of this telephone call, DEEDE instructed 
CHARLES KEATHLEY, then Chief of the Space Manageme nt Division 
for Region 9 of G$A, to get in touch with | | KEATHLEY did 

this and informed Mr. FROUGE that GSA did, on occasion, lease 
office space in Marin County, and that when his project was 
completed he should contact GSA to determine whether there were 
any Government requirements at the time and, if so, his space 
would be given consideration. 

Following KEATHLEY 's conversation with FROUGE, a letter 
was prepared to Senator DODD vpver HANNON 's signature explaining 
that FROUGE had been contacted and setting forth what information 
had been furnished to him. This letter was dated August 27, 1965. 
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HANNON advised that he personally had no connection 
with this call from Senator; DQDJD'.s off ice* Other than to sign the 
outgoing letter/ He furnished a copy of a memorandum prepared 
by DEEDE setting forth infnrmatinn' in regard to the receipt of 
the telephone call fro m! l and the contact of KEATHLEY 

with Mr. FROUGE. •. 

HANNON advised that he feels certain there have been 
no other contacts with his office by any Congressmen, including 
Senator DODD, or any members of their staffs in regard to 
The Frouge Corporation or the Marxhcello project, because if any, 
such inquiries had been received, . they would have' been brought 
to his attention. 

At the time. the above described incident took place, 
HANNON had no knowledge of the relationship, if any,, between 
Senator DODD and The Frouge Corporation. However, a year or so . 
later, he did receive a newspaper column written by .DREW PEARSON 
in which a portion of his letter of August 27 i 1965, was quoted 
and which indicated the possibility that Senator DODD did have 
some connection with The Frouge Corporation.

REED has had no contacts by anyone in regard to The

REED made available the only file in his office which 
he could locate in regard to The Frouge Corporation or the 
Marincello development. This particular file contained a

E | has been Realty Officer for Region 9 of 
out five years . 

Under the date of March 29, 1965, the -Presidio of 
San Francisco, Calif ori\ia } an installation operated by the U. S. 
Army, referred surplus land to GSA consisting of the following: 

Fort Barry: 158 acres above water and 113 acres 
submerged 

Fort Baker: 180 acres above water and 193 acres 
submerged 

These two parcels of land total 644 acres. 

This land was offered to other Federal agencies, which 
expressed no interest. It was then offered to other public 
bodies, and the State of California, Department of General 
Services, expressed an interest in the land for use as a State 
Park. 

The land was awarded to the State of California for 
a State Park on May 17, 196 6, for a net price of $750,000, 
which represents 50 % of its fair market value. The State of 
California has accepted the land and an escrow has been opened. 
The closing of the escrow and the issuance of a deed to the land 
to the State of California is presently in process . 



I I stated that at no time has there been any 

contact with her office or anyone else at GSA, to her. knowledge , 
by any Congressmen, including Senator THOMAS DODD, in regard' to 
the disposition of the above described land. 
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In addition, no information has come to her attention 
that The Frouge Corporation, the Marincello development, or any 
Other private body had any interest in the land in question. 
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ALAN S. HART , District Engineer, District #4, Division 
of Highways, Department of Public Works s State of California, 
150. Oak Street, after being placed under oath, furnished the 
following information : 

HART has held his present position since July 1, 1964. 

Since he has been District Engineer HART has received 
two or three inquiries from The Frouge Corporation and/ or the 
Marincello development regarding temporary and permanent access 
roads to their development in the Marin County hills just north 
of Golden Gate Bridge. At no time during any of these contacts 
was there any indication that Senator THOMAS DODD was in any 
way connected with The Frouge Corporation or the Marincello 
development. He does not recall that Senator DODD's name was 
mentioned at any time and he is certain that neither Senator DODD 
nor any member of his staff made any contact with his office 
in regard' to the Marincello development or any other matter. 
He also stated that he has no knowledge that Senator DODD or 
any member of his staff had contacted any official in the State of 
California . in connection with the Marincello development. 
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JAMES K. CARR, General Manager of Public Utilities, 
City and County of San Francisco* San Francisco City Hall, after 
being placed under oath, furnished the following information: 

CARR was Undersecretary of the Department of Interior, 
U. S. Government 9 from January , -1981, to July 15, 196^, when he 
resigned to accept his present position. 

For a period of several years, and even prior to his 
association with the Department of Interior, that Department had 
been talking about using Forts Baker, Barry and Cronkhite 
on the northern shore of the Golden Gateway entrance to San 
Francisco Harbor, as a park, should the land ever be relinquished 
by the IK S, Army. It was considered that this could be 
accomplished by turning over the land to the . State of California 
for use as a State Park. 

After CARR. left the Department of Interior 5 it came 
to his attention that the construction of a city-type development 
was contemplated in the area above Forts Baker, Barry and Cronkhite. 
It was his opinion that such a development would not be compatible 
to the use of the land comprising these Forts as a State Park. 
It appeared to him that such a development protruding above the 
skyline would not have a good effect on the scenic value of the 
area. For this reason, CARR was against the Marincello development 
and made his views known to Secretary of the Department of 
Interior STEWART L. UDALL and Undersecretary JOHN A.. CARVER . 

CARR has no actual knowledge that. Senator THOMAS DODD 
has or had any connection with The Frouge Corporation or the 
Marincello development. He does, however 3 have a vague recollection 
that somewhere along the line someone had mentioned to him that 
Senator DODD was interested in the development. 
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I partner, Reid £ Tarics, Architects 

and Engineers, 1019 Market Street, after being placed under 
oath, furnished, the following information: 

The firm of- Reid £ Tarics was engaged by The Frouge 
Corporation to develop a master plan for the Marincello develop- 
ment planned for construction in Marin County, California. 
This master plan was for the purpose of making a presentation 
to public officials in Marin County and Reid £ Tarics completed 
this work in 1964 and 1965. The firm has had no connection 
with The Frouge Corporation or the Marincello development since 
1965. 



I I recalls that at some time during their 

association with The Frouge Corporation, he learned that THOMAS 
FROUGE was acquainted with Senator THOMAS DODD. He does not, 
however, have any knowledge that Senator DODD had any connection 
with The Frouge Corporation or the Marincello development, or 
in any way represented them. He does recall, however, reading 
in the newspapers several months ago an allegation to the effect 
that Senator DODD did have some connection with The Frouge 
Corporation and the Marincello development, but he has no knowledge 
as to whether these allegations are true.

he is presently a Vice-President of ffce Frouge Corporation, 
and is the administrator or project manager for the Marincello 
project, a planned community to be constructed in Mar in 
County, California.

I I spends practically all of his time at 

the Sausalito Office of The Frouge Corporation, but is in 
frequent contact with Mr. FROUGE by telephone. 

I I stated that sometime between one and two 

years ago* while talking with Mr. FROUGE on the telephone, 
FROUGE told him Senator THOMAS DODD of Connecticut was 
either in California or was going to be in California, and 
suggested he aitange to find Senator DODD and introduce 
himself. On the same day of conversation with Mr* FROUGE, 
he located Senator DODD in a San Francisco Hotel, probably 
the Fairmont Hotel. Later that afternoon, he and his 
wife visited with Senator DODD at his hotel for 20 to 3 0 
minutes. The conversation was general in nature and the 
Marincello project was only casually discussed. 

According to l~ I ipthing was said during this 
meeting that would indicate Senator DODD was working for 
Mr. FROUGE or legally representing him in connection with 
the Marincello project. He said Senator DODD mentioned 
he had stopped off at some other city in California before 
arriving at San Francisco but did not identify the city. 

I I further advised he later corresponded 

with Senator DODD's office in VJashington, D.C., at the 
request of THOMAS FROUGE . This correspondence was in repaudt 
to a photograph of the land planned for development by 
The Frouge Corporation and the surrounding area which was 
taken by a group in opposition to Marincello. A photograph 
of high rise structures was then super-imposed on the 
photograph of the Marincello area which resulted in an 
inaccurate picture of the planned development of the land.

H ater saw communications from DODD's Office regarding 
some kind of action taken at the Department of Interior 
concerning the problem with the photographs, but could not 
recall if the communications were received at the Sausalito 
Office or if they were transmitted to him by one of the 
other offices of The Frouge Corporation. 

| | said that, other than the above, he is 

not aware of any active part taken by Senator DODD in 
regard to Marincello* He stated he knows of no business 
relationship which might exist between THOMAS FROUGE and 
Senator DODD, but he knows they have been friends for many 
years. 
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I l EnpingAp and Vice President 

of the Frouge Corporation for the Marin cello Project, foe 
advised he has worked for the Frouge Corporation for !b7c 
about nine years. He said he worked at Bridgeport, Conn- 
ecticut, the corporation's main office, before transferring 
to Sausalito, California in April of 196^ to work on the 
Marincello Project. 

I 1 said he does not know Senator DODD 

and does not know of any personal or business relationship 
which might exist between DODD and THOMAS FROUGE. He 
said he is not aware that Senator DODD is in any way 
connected with the Marincello Project. I I said, 

however, the only thing he can recall which might indicate 
Senator DODD i n awar^e* nf the Marincello Project is the 
fact that he » | \ assisted in preparing so me photo- 

graphs which were sent to DODD's office in 196H. I I 
said a group organized to prevent the development of the 
Marincello Project took a picture of the area including 
Marincello and nearby lands and then incorrectly super- 
imposed a second photograph which inacurately located 
buildings on government land in the main photograph.

| | said other photographs showing the 

true planned picture, with materials relating to the 
project, were prepared and mailed to the Senator from 
Connecticut, the home state of Nr.

He 
said this package was sent hoping that the Senator would 
help obtain an audience for the corporation with someone 
at the Department of Interior so that a true picture 
of the planned Marincello Project and the land to be used 
could be presented.

Corporation, through a mutual friend. He said he knew 
Mr. FROUGE was interested in projects and tol d him of 
the acreage in Marin County he had f or sale. I I 
said I 1 came to San Francisco 

in May, 1963, and while in the area, looked at the land 
he ha d previously described to THOMAS FROUGE as being for 
sale. I I said THOMAS FROUGE came to San Francisco 

about two months later, looked at the pro perty and tr ied 
to work out an option with him to buy it. I I sairi 
borrowing conditions with regard to money changed at 
this time and consequently Mr. FROUGE was unable to arrange 
for the purchase of this land. 

I I said he was contacted in 1964 by a 

representative of the Gulf Oil Company regarding the land,, 
and that he later sold the 1700 acres to the Gulf Oil 
Company. He said he learned during the negotiation for 
the land, that the Gulf Oil Company was purchasing the land 
for Mr. FROUGE. 

I | said that after the land was sold to 

the Gulf Oil Company, THOMAS FROUGE contacted him and 
asked him to help select people living in Marin County 
and the immediate area who could help in his office in 
Sausalito, California on a building project. He said 
FROUGE hired him at this time as a land planner on a 
consultant basis, and that he "was with the Frouge Corpor- 
ation in this capacity for the next two years. He said 
he has no connection with the corporation at this time.

"After meeting Mr. FROUGE and learning of 
his plans for the development of Marincello, 
I stated investigating and checking into the 
plans for Marincello* During this period 
of investigation I became enthusiastic about 
the concept of Marincello and in January 1962,

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Corporation as a Consultant on Inter ^Government

"I am aware of the contents of a column 
prepared by DREW PEARSON some time back and 
the fact that Mr.. PEARSON, in his article 
. indicated thejse- was a business relationship 
between Mr* FROUGE and Senator DODD and the 
Marincello project. I recall Mr. PEARSON 
stated in his . column that Senator DODD had 
made contacts with fqrmer Governor BROWN 
regarding Marincello. . 

"After reading the publicity' in Mr* PEARSON'S 
column I mentioned this once to Mr. FROUGE. 
Mr. FROUGE told me he and Senator DODD had been 
friends for many years, and that DODD, was, or 
had been his attorney for his interests in 
Connecticut.

"During this conference we discussed the 
concept of Marincello. The contemplated 
use of the land, and the economic impact 
Marincello would have on the area. As I 
recall the biggest problem was the Marincello 
road system as it related to the State's 
road system in Marin County , ad the future 
plans of the Park Department for the Golden 
Gate. "headlands," 

"As I recall, the meeting with Gov. BROWN 
took place at least a year before DREW 
PEARSON published his article relating to 
Senator DODD and THOMAS FROUGE Which indicated 
Jfenator DODD had made a trip to California 
to confer with Gov* BROWN regarding Marincello. 
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I doubt that Senator DODB contacted Gov; 
BROWN because Sen. DODD's influence was not 
needed. I believe those attending our 
meeting with Gov. BROWN carried more influence 
than Senator DODD would have had. 

"I personally know of no personal contact 
Senator DODD might have had with THOMAS FROUGE 
or anyone else so far as the Marincelio 
project is concerned.

Colonel ROBERT W, CLIREHUGH advised he had denied various 
requests made. on behalf of The Frouge Corporation by THOMAS 
FROTJGE and a local representative of The Frouge Corporation 
while he, Colonel CLIREHUGH, was commanding officer of the 
Presidio of San Francisco from June, 1963 to August, 1965. 
Colonel CLIREHUGH advised he has never met nor been con- 
tacted by Senator DODD; he has no knowledge Senator DODD 
had any type of association with THOMAS FROUGE, The Frouge 
Corporation or MARINCELLO; and he never heard Senator DODD r s 
name mentioned by anyone while he was the commanding officer 
at the Presidio. Investigation at Seattle was limited to 
the specific areas . outlined in the Criminal Division's mem- 
orandum of September 18, 1967.

Colonel ROBERT W. CLIREHUGH, Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-2/3, Fort Lawton, telephone AT 2-0100, Extension 
2103, was interviewed under oath in his office. 

Colonel CLIREHUGH advised he had been command- 
ing officer at the Presidio of San Francisco from June, 1963 
to August, 1965, and, during this period, he was aware that 
The Frouge Corporation was developing a tract of property 
consisting of approximately 300 acres that was owned by the 
Gulf Oil Company, This property was Situated near the north 
end of the Golden Gate Bridge in Marin County, California, 
adjacent to Fort Cronkhite, and this development was named 
"Marincello". 

Colonel CLIREHUGH advised that during his tenure 
at the Presidio he had, on two separate instances, talked 
with THOMAS FROUGE of The Frouge Corporation. He said one 
of these instances was. a telephone conversation and the 
other instance was a person-to-person meeting which occurred 
in his, CLIREHUGH' s , office. 

Colonel CLIREHUGH advised that the purpose of 
THOMAS FROUGE* s visit to CLIREHUGH' s office was an attempt 
to secure an access road easement across U.S. Army land to 
reach the real estate development, and he, Colonel CLIREHUGH, 
refused to allow the granting of such an access road ease- 
ment, as there was no way the Federal Government could be 
relieved of liability responsibility totsers of the road if 
such an easement was granted. Colonel CLIREHUGH also said 
that THOMAS FROUGE made an additional request to construct 
a sewage disposal plant to be located on Government property 
and he, Colonel CLIREHUGH, had also denied this request.

four occasions other than the time he accompanied THOMAS 
FROUGE, and on these additional occasions this representa- 
tive of The Frouge Corporation had attempted to negotiate 
the aforementioned land easement.

ation; he is unaware that Senator DODD had any interest, | 
financially or otherwise, in The Frouge Corporation; he has 
no knowledge that Senator DODD represented The Frouge Cor- 
poration in any manner; Senator DODD's name was never men-
